I have your letter of December 8 
transmitting a resolution from the Al- 
berta School Trustees’ Association ur- 
lwing thé University. to accept Grade 
XII Technical Electives as substitutes 
for a second language in matriculation. 
I. shall place this before the General 
Faculty Council at its next meeting. 


As you probably know, there has 
been a continual flow of resolutions of 
this sort for the p Several years, So 
far It hee heen. «. oP haagpnmail the 

solutiond beng -direeteq at the Un- 
iversity and-all with the object of 
watering down the matriculation re- 
quirements In the supposed tnterests 
of a “broadened and enriched” curricu- 
Tum in the high schools. 

Perhaps it is time to initiate a two- 
way flow, in an effort to salvage some 
of the educational and disciplinary 
values of the older curriculum, and to 
secure University students who are rea 
sonably grounded in the three R's, The 
process of whittling away from the 
curriculum everything involving hard 
mental discipline seems: not uncon- 
nected with an apparent deterioration 
|of moral fibre in our youth. Two hom- 
ely examples come to mind: (1) Any 
day when school dismisses you may 
seé groups of pupils standing at the 
}south end of the high level bridge, 
| with an air that the world owes them 
a ride, prefermfng to exercise their 
| thumbs, for a period longer if neces- 
sary than would suffice to cross the 
bridge by exercising their’ legs. (2) 
|Lately we have been embarrassed by 
press accounts of certain University 
students complaining that woik was 
interfering with their social activities 
ang that student yeterans set a bad 
example and established a faulty tradi- 
tion by working too hard. 

Actually the University is pleased to 
‘see the high schools striving to meet 
the needs of more and more young 
people, many of whom have not an 
academic bent but can profit greatly 
| from technical courses. But let us not 
deceive ourselves into thinking these 
| courses have educational and discip- 
linary value comparable with grammar 
and arithmetic and a second language, 
or that they can substitute these as 
préparation for University work. The 

University wants students who are 
properly prepared. It is no kindness to 
open our doors to students who have 
‘neither the academic bent nor the pre- 
paration .to profit by our courses. 

The trend in the school curriculum 
has had ‘two bad effects from the Un- 
iversity’s point of view. The dilution 
of the programme with many courses 
supposed to be of value in developing 
citizenship or culture. or technical skill 
thas delayed students in reaching the 
University by ofie or two years, and 
has also interfered with the’ thordugh- 
ness of their preparation in the things 
that really matter to us. 

You will gather that I am not con- 
vinced of the real value from any point 
of view of ‘some of the developments 
‘in the school curriculum, The root of 
my .distrust lies in the failure of the 
schools to accustom oar young people 
to grappling with really tough. preb- 
lems. We are raising an_ electorate 
which finds, the process of. thinking 
too foreign and painful to bother about 
and is satisfied with emotional judg- 
ments or to.aceept readyrhade opinions 
from press and radio. 

The University woulda like a new 
deal from the schools. Go avead by all 
means with mass education: it is an 
essential] comitant of modern life. But 
give ‘us a chance to save a group of 
people who dq not find thinking pain-

Parent Respohsibility 
In Disease Control 
Is Stressed 


Several cases have reported in this 
area recently in which cases of infec- 
tious diseases among children wete not 
reported to the Medical: authorities 
and in which. proper. quarantine pro- 
cedures were not carried out. This not 
only has been responsible for a further 
spread of the disease concerned and 
has thus endangered other children, 


‘but it has led to disputes between the 


responsible parties and their neighbors 
whose children ih turn contacted the 


disease, 

Local health authorities stress the 
point that too much care cannot be 
taken in preventing the spread of 
these diseases. Families that do nét 
report infectious diseases are leaving 
themselves open to prosecution under 


the Health Act and are showing a very 
poor regard for citizenship. A disease 
that is mild in one child may 
crippling or fatal consequences in the 
next one that contracts it. 

There has been a considerable. epi- 
demic of Scarlet Fever in a‘ mild form 
in the area during the winter. Because 
of its mildness some individuals have 
felt that twenty-one days quarantine 
is too long and have ignored the law 
in this regard. This has resulted in a 
further spread of the disease. When 
questioned on the subject Dr. J. D. 
Wallace, M.H.O. for the Municipality, 
stated that a serious view of this prac- 
tise must be taken and that prosecu- 
tion’ would follow any further offen- 
Serious complications may follow 
even a mild attack of Searlet Fever, 
and parents must be responsible for 
reporting every case to the District 
Nurse or M.H.O.

A- 
“mong the conveniences one that will soon become necessity 
will be a town parking iot. In most towns there is a spare bit 
of property that can be used for this purpose. Either it is an 
unused privately owned spot, or a few lots that the town has 
taken over for taxes. It may of necessity be located at a dis- 
tance from’ the shopping centre, but even so, would be welcom- 
ed, first by truck drivers, and second by motorists who cannot 
find parking space on downtown streets. Wainwright, Edgerton 
and Chauvin would all do well to consider seriously the pro- 
vision of parking space now, while the property is available. 


THERE ARE OTHER ERRORS 

’ In the Camrose Canadian we read: “The Christian Science 
Monitor has come forward with some of the behind-the-scenes 
facts in connection with the United States coal strike. John‘L. 
Lewis has pushed his miners up the wage scale till he has made 
the industry top-heavy economically. This also is the age of oil 
and gas. The Big Inch gas pipelines from Texas to the North At- 
lantic seaboard has cut deeply into coal demands. The rail- 
roads are rapidly converting from coal and steam to di¢sel lo- 
comotives. Lewis has one third too many miners on the payroll. 
The welfare fund at present demands for production will not 


pension off his surplus. In other words, ne has been caught in 
the web of his own making. John L. Lewis has.done a lot for 
his miners, but they themselves have not been without fault. 
Welfare workers have found them, as a class, to be most pro- 
fligate ‘in the spending of their earnings. The same applies in 
Canada. Their down-trodden state has too often been little 
less than ‘the bare results of over-free spending. Now the reck- 
oning has come and Lewis is trying to dump the load in the 
laps of the entire’ American nation. On the other hand, if he 
doesn’t win, who will mine the nation’s coal?” 


While the coal strike riles us about-as bad as it does any- 
one who does not depend on coal, and while we agree that 
the miners are heading directly to a place where they will price 
themselves out of a market which would be almost certain to 
atrophy with the growing use of substitutes, we still feel- that 
the coal miner has in the past had, and perhaps now has, as 
substantial ground for complaint. In Alberta the workmen's 
compensation rate, which is based on actual expenditures, is 
a great deal higher for mine-workers than for any other cate- 
gory of employees. Moreover it is fairly well acknowledged 
that mine operators have been none too co-operative in provid- 
ing for the safety of their employees, and making the improve- 
‘ments called for by safety regulations. We have long felt that 
in essential industries, no matter what they were, strikes should 
be either very severely frowned on or not permitted, but that 
wage disputes should be settled by arbitration. The need for 
such a course of action should be more than evident, for with 
our present dependence on so many industrial elements and 
so many services, the hardship caused by strikes can well out- 
weigh the benefits gained. Moreover the injudicious use of the 
strike weapon (and it seems often to be used injudiciously) 
can well servg to disrupt our economic welfare. But . . . if 
such course of action should be taken, it should be accomtpanied 
by an equally strict insistence that operators bring their work- 
ings and methods up to standard insofar as safety and working 
conditions are concerned. 


FOR THE KIDS 


It’s not too long since the winter and spring seasons were 
. something which parents of small children used to in some 
ways dread, for it was during these seasons that the plagues 
which: snuffed out so many young lives used to make their 
appearance. Diphtheria and whooping cough particularly, and 
to a lesser degree pneumonia, typhoid, scarlet fever and other 
complaints cut into many homes in thé district, and took their 
toll. Today, thanks to the benefit of preventive medicine, and 
also thanks to the district health nurse and the doctors who 
‘administer it, and to the remarkable antibiotics, a great deal 
of suffering and grief has been eliminated from our existence. 
However, the continuation of our safety and the safety of 
our children depends to a great extent, perhaps wholly on our 
continued vigilance and wholehearted co-operation in the 
program of disease prevention.

CULTURAL CONTROL OF 
DEEP-ROOTED PERENNIAL 
WEEDS 


Fortunately, the majority ‘of the 
deep-rodted perennial weed infesta- 
tions in Western Canada are) still in 
relatively small patches. However, 
there are enough infestations of great- 
er extent, up to quarter section areas, 
to warrant knowledge of cultural con- 
trol measures. Until such time ae in- 
expensive, sure, and easily applied 
chemical eradicants are available, the 
spread of the deep- rooted perennials 
will contirrue, 

Tests, saye J. J. Sexsmith, have been 
conducted by the Lethbridge, Alta., 
Experimental. Station over the past 
ten years on cultural control and er- 
adication of representative types of 
deep-rooted perennial weeds, includ- 
ing field binderweeq and hoary cress. 
Continuous cultivation, extending into 


‘ithe third season, has been found ef- 
"| fective in eradicating both field bind- 


weed and hoary cress, provided that 
the cultural operations are begun in 


‘the early spring and continued until 


freeze-up each season, Either a blade 
type implement or the one-way disk 
has proveg effective. 

A black fallow is not necessary. By 
allowing four or five days growth ‘to 
appear above ground following each 
cultivation, the eradication can be 
effected with fewer operations. When 
this amount of regrowth wae allowed, 
hoary cress was eradicated by the end 
of the third season. In this case, cul- 
tural operations were made at two- 
‘week intervals in the first season, at 
three-week intervals in the second sea-

It seems as we approach spring we 


all get * feeling of being run down, 
During the winter months it is diffi- 
cult for us to always get all the fresh 
fruite and vegetables which we should 
have and never forget that what we 
eat can make a great deal of difference 
to how we feel. 

Our best guide to good eating in 
Canada's Food Rules and we should all 
try to follow these as closely as pos- 
sible. 

If you are not certain of what is in- 
cluded in these rules write and ask me 
for Everyday Guide to Goog Hating.

Baked Liver and Bacon 

Use veal liver, sliced’ one half inch 
thick. Cover bottom of shallow baking 
dish with strips of bacon; salt the 
liver, and place it on top of the bacon. 
Bake in hot oven about 20 minutes, or 
until tender. 

When liver is about half done, turn 
it over and lay more strips of bacon 
on top of it. At this time, pour two or 
three tablespoons of hot water into the 
pan. . 

Make milk gravy from the drippings. 

If desired the liver may be dredged 
in flour before baking.

STARTING VEGETABLES 
INDOORS 


P. D, McCalla, Supervisor of Horti- 
culture, suggests that one way to get 
ahead of the ‘gardening season is by 
starting the vegetables in the house. 
A good soil for this purpose may. be 
made up of two parts of good garden 
loam, one part of sand and one part 
of peat or leaf mould: Started iri small 
flats on the windowsill around the end 
of March, the plants should be pricked 
out after the first true ledves have 
formed, and spaced in the new con- 
tainer about one and one-half inches 
apart. 


The flats ‘should not be allowed to 
dry out. Water well at the time of 
planting and cover with newspaper 
until the seeds have germinated. Fol-: 
lowing germination, frequent water 
ing will be required, but care must be 
taken not to water so heavily that 
there is danger of damping off. Ade- 
quate drainage can be provided by

‘A seed drill survey ‘was commenced 
last spring in cgoperation with the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. 
Samples were taken at random 
throughout the M.D. whenever I saw 
a seed drill handy to the road in the 
course of my travels. At the time of 
collecting these samples, I wads very 
impressea with the type of seed sam- 
ples I waa Collecting. Twenty samples 
were sent to the Field Crops Branch 


and they in turn were forwarded to 


the Line Elevator Farm Service if 
Winnipeg where the official 
took place. No germination tests, Sam- 
ples graded on the assumption that 
‘percentage germination was satisfac- 
tory for the grade the sample would 
qualify for on purity standards. From

The second session of the 2ist Par- 
liament was opened on Thursday, the 
16th instant, with the usual blaze of 
colour, Under &® cloudy sky and a 
light snow fall Members of the House 
of Commons:ang the Senate and a 
‘large number of visitors were on hand 
for the, opening at three o'clock in the 
afternoon. Promptly at three o'clock 
the Governor-General and' Lady Alex- 
ander arrived at the Parliament Bulld- 
ings. By special permission of His 
Majesty the King, the Governor-Gen- 
eral at Parliament's 
corded a Royal Salute for the first 
time in Canada’s history. The: 21-gun 
salute was approved by the King as a 
!formal recognition of the Governor- 
| General as his personal representative 
Formerly the Governor-General had 
been accorded a salute of only 19 guns. 
After’ the Governor-General had 
spected his Guard of Honour, the Vice 
Regal party made their way to the 
Senate, escorted. by leaders: of the 
Senate and Commons and top officials 
of the different branches of the ser- 
vices. After the Governor-General and 
his Lady were seated in che Senate 
Chamber, the Gentleman Usher of the 
Black Rod summoned the Members of 
the House of Commons to attend at 
the Senate Chamber where the Gov- 
ernor-General read the Speech from 
the Throne. As is. customary, ° the 
Speech from the Throne contains a 
forecast of the legislation to be brought 
forward by the goyernment during 
the .session, but does not necessarily 
include all ‘of the legislative program, 
as ‘happenings during the time the 
House is in session’ many timese«make 
it necessary for the government to in- 
troduce new legislation. 


Following are some of the 
Kems mentioned in the Speech: 

The governments of all the provinces 
have been invited to participate in a 
general conference between the feder- 
al and provincial governments early 
next autumn to consider many mat- 
ters of mutual concern.
